Ecclefiam ;- being admoniſked by Mater Belcangquell Kr- 


ſpondent, that Doitor Whittakers, Dattor Fulke, Dottor 


Abbott, Door Downham, Adaſter Calvin, Mounſiery de 
Pleſſis,Sadael, Moulin, aud many more of our Divines held 
the contrary : he notwithſtanding with great vehemency fleigh- 
ted all that ſo ſaid, impies, {celeratos, perniciofos atque in 
ipſum Chriſtum blaſphemos,with other words to that effett : 
whe: e f the Maſter when he was publiquely admoniſhed, wonld 
take no norice. 

17. The Colledge alſo from whence he came had ſome jea- 
louſies of him, and publiquely in a Divinity, Att pro gradu, 
be was [0 offenſive, that for feare he ſhould looſe his Degree, be 
afterwards ( whether by command or councell wee know not ) 
made an Apologericall retrattation in a publique Sermon, of 
thoſe offences that he had given in that Att of ha 
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Poſiſcript.

y agg Hou haſt (not without mnch gricfe 
mrI>Y and indignation) nes the de(- 


m\ perate and damnable Doctrines of 
this Meffenger of Sathan, who was 
© come forth to buffet the Church of 
2 God. And not he alone was come 
forthto this warfare , but almoſt 2 
Qs legion beſide had taken part and 
fellowſhip with him, in this Miniſtry ; all of them con- 
tending earneſtly, according to the working of Sathan, 
who wrought in them mightily, to blot out that eternall 
truth, which the Sonine of God brought from the boſome 
of his Father, and left to his deare Church, written with 
his ewne blood ; to convey in the roome thereof error, 
hereſie, ſuperſtition and Popery, that ſo in a viret op- 
poſition unto Chriſt, they might, if it had beene poſlible, 
have tranſlated this Church from light to darkneſſe,from 
life todeath, and from heaven to hell, being the right 
children of their owne Father, whoſe name is Abaddon 
and Apolhoy, a Deſtroyer. Their great projet was ut- 
terly to have extinguiſhed the true worſhip of God, 
which conſiſts in faith, hope and love, and is to be per- 
formed in Spirit and Truth ; and to bring in an outward, 
viſible & fleſhly worſkip,ſuch as their 6wn carnal _ 
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could deviſe; conſiſting in geſtures, and veſtures, and 
poſtures, and a thouſand ſuperſtitious ceremonies and 
obſervances, of all which God 'never ſpake one word, 
neither ever came they into his minde. There were ne- 
ver any in any age,on whom the ſpirit of Antichriſt was 
more plentifully poured forth, then on this new faction, 
lately ſprung up in this Charch, who would have hlled 
it with monſtrous and deteſtable idolatry, not to-be pa- 
raleld in any age ; and being ſet all on a light fire from 
hell, they fam'd turtonfly to have conſumed all” thoſe 
who would not take part with them 1n their Apoſtacy, 
and {truck hands with them to commit all their abomt- 
nations. And yet thefe were the onely men, whom the 
holy Prelates counted worthy of double honour, that is, 
oftwo Benefices, and of higheſt preferments and dig- 
nities.in the Church: their Fatherhoods would com- 
Mit the precious ſoules of Chriſtians only to their charge 
who would be ſure to deſtroy them, and they would 
commit the glad tidings of the Gofpell enly to their dif- 
penfation, who would -beſure to conceale then, thatſo 
the light of Chriſts Kingdome might never fine forth 
todarken their Kingdome. That great ſalvation which 
the Sonne of God hath merited and purchaſed, and pre- 
pared for his people, that they mighe be freed from fin, 
and wrath, and death,and hell, and everlaſting condem-- 
nation ; and inſtead thereof obtaine righteoutnefle, and 
love, and life, and heaven, and everlaſting ſalvation : 
theſe glad tidings they have endeavoured to keepe in 
everlaſting ſilence, that the people of God might never 
cometo the knoyyledge of what the Sonne of God had 
done for them. They ſtopt the mouthes of all that wou.d 
proclaime to Stor, that her King reignes, and that 
{hould declare that in Chriſt alone the faithfnll are ful- 
by compleat, without all humaine ordinances and cerc- 
monies; and fo axe now manteſtly difcovered, to be the 
great agents of the Pivell among men, and the great fa- 
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ors for hell in the world. And therefore ſeeing they 
are plants which our heavenly Father hath not planted, 
ſhall they proſper Þ nay, they ſhall certainly be rooted 
out : yea, though all the Kings, and Princes, and People 


in the world (hauld put forth -all their wiſdame, and, / 


ower, and induſtry to uphold them, yet they ſhall be 
tow he downe wonderfully ; the right hand of the 
Lord {hal bring this mightything to paſſe,that theChurch

may ſing its owne ſong, and ſay, We give thee thankes, O Revel,rt,17,

Lord God Almighty, which art, and and art toicame, bt- 
Canſe thou haſt raken to thee thy great pomer, and haſt reigned, 
and that not in heaven alone-but on earth, and thut not 
among thy friends onely, but among thine enemies, till 
thou haſt made them thy footftoole, even before our 
eyes. God hath-done for his poore Church in England 
great things already, and will ſtilldoe greater things for 
us, for his owne naines fake ; and will perfect that bleſ- 
ſed worke of Reformation which is now begun,though 
there be few friends to helpe it, and many enemies to 
oppole it ; that the Church may be againe ſiext in diebrus 
aaoleſcentie ſ#e,as in the dayes of her youth, and againe 
enjoy purity of Dottrine and worſhip, purity of ordinances 
and diſcipline ; and may berid of all carnall ceremonies, 
and cleared of all humane inventions and traditions of 
men. Many crafty, cunning, ſuvtile counſels haye been 
undertaken and mannaged by Kings, Princes, Prelates, 
People, great in wiſdome, power, honour, eminency, 
riches, ſupplies, againſt the pure Doctrine of the Goſ- 
pell, /ed non potuerunt, but they conld never prevaile a- 
gainſt it, neither heretofore nor now of late, when they 
have beene more malicious, cruell,diligent and 1ndultri- 
ous then ever, but {till the Charch fees her deſire on her 
enemies, as it is this day. Andall others, how rich cr 
honourable, or mighty ſoever in the world, that oppoſe 
and reſiſt, and ſtrive againlt the godly and glorious m_—_ 
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of Reformation, Thich God himſelfe -hath begun iti 
this Church of Exg/and by his owne wiſdome and pow- 
er, they ſhall all in duo time periſh and come tonothing, 
fo that the generation following ſhall-aske where they 
be and their honoutsand -inheritances, and indeſpight 
of them, they ſhall ſtill leave the -pure doftrine of the * 
Goſpell betunde them to ſhine more and more, till at laſt 

it darken and quite- put ont all the glory of the world. 


O Lord, doe not forſake thine owne Truth, ne:ther ſuffer thy 
Goſpel ro be oppreſſed by men, but doe thou cauſe it to ſpine | 
' forth more clearely m this Church then ever yet our 
gyes, or the eyes of our forefathers have ſeenc 
it, that all the eleit of God may be 
direftedby the light of Graces 
to the light Glory;
